DUE TO A COLLISION 


Troop and Freight Train* Meet Head- 
on Near Marshfield.

— In a 
head-on collision betw ee n

tr ain one mile ea st of Marshfield, Mo., 
25 soldiers were killed and between 
50 and 60 more were injured. 
Bodies of betwee n 15 a nd 20 soldiers 
were recovered but 
several 
oth ers 
were buried beneath th e w reckage and 
it will be impossible to reach them be­ 
fore the wrecking »tew has cleared the 
tracks. 
T h e first coach 
co ntained 
troops 
from Colorado and Minnesota with a

from 
Missouri 
In the second 
coach were troops from W e st Virginia. 
Iowa. Illinois and N eb rask a. 
T he injured were placed aboard a 
relief train 
from 
sMMwgfleld 
and 
ru shed to hospitals here. 
All bodies recovered were brought 
to Springfield where they will be pre­ 
pared for shipm ent to their respective 
homes. 
T h e re was little confusion at the 
scene of the wreck. 
Within a few 
m inute s a fte r it occurr ed a guard of 
soldiers had been thiffwn out around 
th e tr ac ks and the soldiers were at 
work removing bodies and giving first 
aid to their wounded comrades. 
Marshfield physicians were called in 
to assist in cari ng for the wouuded. 
After the Prst half h our no one else 
was allowed to a ppro ach the wreck. 


Names Not Available. 


T he na mes of th e killed and injured 
were not available, a strict censorship 
being placed on all information as to 
the wreck by th e a rm y officers on 
board the train. 
No information as 
to the fate of the tr ain c rew s wa 
available nor would railroad official 
c o m m e n t as to th e probable cause for 
th e collision. 
It was stated here th e e ngine e r of 
th e troop train was killed and th e lire 
man badly injured

T h e wreck occurr ed a short 
dls 
tatroe out of town in a fairly open 
country, the' point of collision b eim 
on a ten-foot bill, 
it is thought a mi* 
u ndersta ndin g of ord ers wag the cause 
of the wreck. 
- T h e tr ains collided head-on, th e e n ­ 
gine of the troop train being badly 
damaged. 
T h e baggag* 
f a r of the 
troop train was entirely demolished 
and the first pa ssenge r < a r was thrown 
forw ard until one end rested on tin 
ten d e r of the engine. 
It was from the w reck of this car 
that the bodies were taken.
